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N my laft I prefented my Readers 
with the Sketch of a virtuous and 
difcreet Woman's S:ory ; that fell into 
S} great, fudden, and uncommon Mif- 
4 fortunes, without being any way ac- 
ceflary to them herfelf; but by the 
Defigns of an Impoftor, who had as 
much Cunning as Villainy, and laid 
his Snares with fach Artifice and Addrefs, as no human 
Prudence could difcover or efcape them. 

In this, I thall treat of a quite oppofite Charafter; one 
who had all Circumftances in her Favour, and by her own 
Folly and Vice only, made herfelf the greateft Objeét of 
Pity imaginable, as having it always to conclude, that fhe 
was the Author of her own Calamities. ; 

Lais was the fole Daughter of a Tradefman, who liv’d 
in Credit and Affluence, neither incumber'’d with Debts, 
mor anxious for hoarding a large Fortune; folicitous only 
for {upporting his prefent State, and maintaining himfelf 
and Family in as much Pleafure as that would allow: His 
Danghter, he particularly indulg’d rather beyond it; fuf- 
fer'd her to drefs, vifit, game, and enter as far, as fhe 
could, into all the fafhionable Follies of her Betters: Thofe 
in her Power the never neglected, thofe beyond it the de- 
fir'd; Drefs and Shew the feem’d as fond of as any of her 
Sex, but then ‘twas fubordinately, to the Defire of mak- 








ing Coquets: For this alone fhe follow'd the Modes, thro’ 
all its Varieties, and lik’d or diflik’d, only as it feem’d to 
increafe or diminifh her Charms.——Neither was mere 
Admiration all fhe fought; if the had much Pride, the had 
more Wantonnefs, and a decent Opportunity to yield was 
what the more fludy’d, than others to avoid.——In fhort 
fhe was one of thole that would be undone, and would 
take Pains to effeét it rather than be difappointed. 

"Tis eafy to fuppofe her Continence would not be long a 
Barthen, and, when the Way was once open’d, "twas all 
down Hill, and nothing fo eafy as to continue in the 
fame Road: Conffancy the neither propos’d, or requir'd ; 
The prefent Hour was her whole Scheme of Happinefs, 
and if the never faw the Companion of it more, the next} 
that offer’d, in a Manner effac'd him out of her Memory. 
——Others grow Libertines by Degrees, and fometimes 
even bluth at their own Mitcarriages: But the fhook Hands 
with Shame, the Moment the became acquainted with 
Pleafure, and thought herfelf a Gainer by the Exchange; 
never allow'd herfelf Time or Leifure to reflect on what 
fhe did not like, and was more uneafy at the Lofs of any 
freth Licence, than griev’d that the had ever taken at 


A little Prudence, at firft, was her whole Stock of Vir- 
tue, but that, being foon exhaufted, fhe appear’d bare- 
fac’d to the World, as fhe really was, and openly avow’'d 
that they only envy’d who blam'd her. Such Princi- 

» fach Manners, and fuch an abandon'd Life, made it 
impoffible for her Father to proteét her long; he was fore'd 
to give her up to the Reproaches of his Friends and Neigh- 
bours; and the took her Leave of him at Noon-Day, go- 
ing off as in Triumph with one of her Lovers, and Jaugh- 
ing aloud at thofe who, on either Side, gaz'd at fo inde- 
cent a Spectacle.—— ; ; 

Left thus, at large, to herfelf, the lived without Re 
ferve to the World..—— Avarice and Jealoufy were the on- 
ly Vices excluded from her Company ; and the lat Lover 
was always molt welcome. Bat this undiftinguith'd 
Proftitution foon became her own Bane, that which was 
fo common a Parchafe, ended in a common Neglect ; and 
all that remain’d, was a wretched Catalogue of Wants and 
Difeafes, the ufual Attendants of fuch iniamous Aétions. 

Here any Body but herfelf would have been utterly un- 
done, would have been thrown into the Streets to propa- 
gate Vice and Repentance thro’ the Vulgar; and, ac lait, 
perith’d in a Lazar-Houfe: But this was but her firit Stage 
of Wickednefs, and what was the End of molt others, 
was but the Beginning of hers.——Her Father touch’d 
with Pity, at the Complication of Milchiefs fhe was in- 
volv'd in, interpos'd once more to fave her, was at the 








ceffaries, and advis'd, from her late Misfortunes, to live 
with more Difcretion for the Time to come. 

This the thought but reafonable, and fo added Hypo- 
crify to her other Accomplihments, a Talent the difdain'd 
before: She now fhifted into a Part of the Town where 
the was unknown, pretended to be a Widow in narrow 
Circumftances, and, tho’ as vicious as ever, contriv’d to 
carry the Scene far from home, and cover the real Diflo- 
lute with the feeming Prude..—This fhe did with fo 
good Succefs, that a grave, ftudious Man, who lodg’d in 
the fame Houfe with her, and convers’d more with Books 
than the World, unhappily lik’d her, courted, and mar- 
ried her.-—His Circumftances were eafy, and Gold was 
what he did not idolize, tho’ he kept it to fapply his 
Wants.——-To her therefore, with great Simplicity and 
Opennefs, he committed the Care of his Fortune, as 
thinking "twas as much her Intereft to preferve it, as his 
own.———T his was a Circumftance the was infinitely pleas’d 
with, for, as her Beauty was now tarnifh’d, and the late 
Change of her Life oblig’d her to more Caution, in her 
Conduct, fhe knew Money would be the laft Friend both 
to purchafe, and conceal the Pleafures fhe was as much 
devoted to as ever. 

It was not long after this happy Change in her Condi- 
tion, before fhe met in her Rambles, with a young Spend 
thaift, who had fquander'd away his Fortune, and lived on 
Chance and Hope of better Times.————Him forgetful of 
all Honour and Duty, fhe eleéted as her Favourite, and 
refolv’d to fecure him for her own, if poflible, by Bene- 
fits and Favours, tho’ fhe found Gratitude fo weak a Tic 
in herfelf: She pay’d his Debts out of her Hufhand’s Cof- 
fers, drefs'd him gay and fine, put Money in his Pockets, 
and made herfelf anfwerable for his Wants, to be repay’d 
in Pléafures. To make good this infamous Contract, 
the made away with Jewels, Plate, Moncy and Bonds, in 
fuch a Quantity, that nothing but che greateft Remiffaefs 
in her Hufband, and Confidence in her Integrity, could 
have hinder'd the Difcovery. 

Full of Tears the continually was on this Account, but, 
before Juftice could overtake her, or the poor believing 
Man could be undeceiv'd, he dy'd, and left her in full 
Poffeffion of all he was worth, to the Value of many 
thoufand Pounds.

him a Difcharge in full, and that the might be intirely in 
his Power, added Bonds for 4 or 500/. more. ———The 
natural Confequence of which was, that he defpis'd her 
the next Moment, foriook her in another, and being made 
uneafy by her continual Clamours and Upbraidings, {u'd 
her for thofe very Sums the had oblig’d herfelf to pay, 
and threw her into Prifon, to languifh away the reit of 
her Days, in comparing his Ingratitude to her own; and 
curfing the Folly, that was more injurious to herfelf, than 


her Infidelity had been to her credulous Hufbind.

N Tharfday came on before the Juftices 
of the Peace for the County of Afjdd/e- 
fex, at Hicks’s- Hall, the Trial of an Attorney 
ind an Officer, on an Jndi&tment for unlaw- 
fully caufing a Perfon to be arrefted at the Suit 
of another, for the Sum of 126/. for Goods 
pretended to be fold and deliver’d, but never 
iny fuch Perfon was produc’d as the Plaintiff 
in the Caufe of Aion, notwithit: nding the 
Defendant in that Caufe had been put to a very 
great Expence and Charge for four Years {ue- 
ceflively ; and after a long Trial it plainly ap- 
pear'd to the Court that it was a mere Con- 
trivance, and a trump’d up Aé@ion, with a 
Defign to extort Money from the Plaintiff - 
Upon which the Jury found them both guilty ; 
and the Court (according to the Statute in 
thofe Cafes) were pleas'd to pronounce the 
following Sentence upon them, w/z. That 
they fhould be imprifon’d in the County Gaol 
for fix Months without Bail or Mainprize ; 
that they fhould pay treble Cofts and Dama- 
ges, and all Expences to the Plaintiff; and to 
remain in Gaol till fach Time as the fame was 
paid and fatisty’d. 
At the fame Time one Newman, and one 
Neale, were convicted for wilfully driving a 
Horfe and Chaife againft a Woman on Horfe 
back, which throw’d her down and broke one 
ofher Ribs, between Sadler's-Wells and Stokes’s 
Bear-Garden: Newman who drove the Chaife 
was fined 30/. and Neale 191. 
We hear a Propofal has been laid before the 
Committee for City Lands, for enlightening 
the Streets of London in the Night-time: 
wherein it is propes’d (inftead of 800 and odd 
Convex Lamps, which ferv’d only to dazzle 
People’s Eyes, to have about 4000 Globular 
Lamps, and all to be fupply'd with Rape Oil 
only, which will not only look glorioufly, but 
give a truer Light to the Inhabitants; this 
will likewife give great Encouragement for the 
cultivating of a great deal of wafte Land with 
Rape Seed; for ‘tis computed (if this Proje& 
takes) no lefS than 300 Ton a Year of Rape 
Oil will be expended more than ufual.

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FOREIGN NEWS. 

Extrait of a Letter from the French Army on 
the Rhine, dated Sept. 1. 

N the 29th pait the whole Army, march- 


ing in feven Columns, left the Camp of 


Oppenheim, where they had been 3 Months 
wanting a few Days, and encamp’d on the 
Llilis between Offoffen and Weftoffen: A Body 


of 1000 of the Enemy’s Horle charg’d our 


Rear-Guard, but were foon made to retire by 


M. de Quadr, at the Head of 1§00 Horfe 5 the 
Prince of Conté was prefent in this A@tion: We 
had one Officer kill’d, and feveral private Men. 
Our Camp extends three Leagues in Length, 
and makes a glorious Shew; but we hear that 
our Stay in it will be but fhort, and that we 
fiall proceed behind our Lines in the Spirebach, 
only ftaying to confume the Forage as we go. 
On the 30th and 31ft we made a general Fo- 
rage, under the Cover of which the Soldiers 


lunder’d the whole Country, and feveral have 

een fince hang’d for their Pains. The Jmpe- 
rial Huflars lead us a weary Life go where we 
will, they are perpetually courfing about our 
new Camp, and have carried off the Captain 
and Lieutenant of the King’s own Royal Regi- 
ment of Horfe. Our Camp in the Spirebach is 
to contain 125 Battalions and 150 Squadrons, 
in cafe the Enemy lets us get fafe thither. 
The Germans have feveral Bridges over the 
Rhine, and the general Report is, that Prince 
Eugene will be with us very foon: We are 
not in the leaft afraid of him, but as we do not 
think it becomes us to wait his Motions, he 
maft make hafte if he catches us out of our 
Lines. 

Prince Eugene is fill at Heidelberg. The 
Troops which compofe the 40,000 Men that 
crofs'd the Rhine under Count Seckendorff, and 
encamp’d where the French Army were lately, 
are thofe of Hanover, Saxony, Prujfia, and fix 
Regiments of the Emperor's own Troops. 
Tis talk’d, that Prince Eugene's Intention is 
to carry the War on the Side of the Afofelle, 
and at length into Champain, and Letters im- 
mediately from the French Camp affure, that 
the Count de Bellifle is appointed to file off 
with 30,000 Men upon the firft Notice of the 
Evemy’s Motion, in order to encamp between 
the Mofelle and the Meufe, to be at hand to 


‘ture of the Dutchy of Wirtemberg to the King 
lof Prujia, that Prince has enter'd into fome 
Engagements entirely in his Favour. 

They write from Naples, that the propos'd 
Expedition againft Triefle and Fiume is put off 
till after the taking of AZanmtua, the mighty 
Preparations for the Siege of that Place not 
having left Artillery fufficient in Don Carlos’s 
Dominions for fuch an Undertaking : That the 
Pieces of Ordnance drawn from Naples and 
Sicily, for Service in Lombardy, was not lefs 
than 300: That the Grand Mafter of Adalra 
had prefented Don Carlos with a firft Rate Man 
of War; and that this young Prince apply’d 
himfelf to the Affairs of his Government with 
an Affiduity very little expeéted in him. 

When the Spaniards made themfelves Mal- 

ters of the Cover’d Way of Airandola, they 
had above 150 Men killed and wounded, the 
Colonel of the Regiment of Leon being among 
the former. A Deferter from the Place affur’d 
them that the Garrilon ftill confifted of almoft 
2000 Men, who were in no ant of Provi- 
fioas. 
They write from Leghorn, that they had 
News there of an Earthquake in the Ifland of 
Cyprus, which had almoft totally overturn’d 
its three principal Towns, viz. Nicofia, Fa- 
magofta and Cerina, that great Numbers of 
People were bury’d Under the Ruins, and that 
others who fled into the Fields were fwallow'd 
up by the Opening of the Earth. - 

They write from Hambur:h, of the 6th, 
that the Duke of Wolfewbutel died fuddenly 
of the Cholick. 

Mantua is {o clofely block’d up, that there 
is no further News from that Place.
